Cantor, O., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—James G. 
Blaine will be in Chicago Sunday morning. 
He left Canton this evening at6o’clock. He 

must have left it in good cheer, for such a re- 
ception as was given him here today was one 
to give even the most eloquent and erudite of 
American statesmen gratifying assurance of 
increasing popularity. The name Blaine has 
always been one to quicken the public pulse 
of Eastern Ohio. Several times before has he 
sounded the issues of the day here. Six years 


ngo he was at“ Massillon. Then his meeting 


was the largest ever seen in Stark County, or 
Eastern Ohio for that matter, excepting only 
the memorable Grant-Conkling gathering at 


Warren in the Garfield campaign. Ten years 


ago the National soldiers’ and sailors’ re- 
union broke the record for Stark County. To- 
day the Eastern Ohig record was smashed to 


_ smithereens. Blaine day in Canton in 1890 


will be memorable for years to come. 
Clouds, rain, and wind could not keep, the 
crowds back. Neither did reports in the Dem- 
ocratic press that he would not be here deter 
a mighty multitude from taking this town of 
80,000 people by storm. They surged through 
the streets from early morning. The rain 
spoiled the fair ground program. Accommo- 


‘dations were made for an audien® of 30,000 


people there, but even this would not have ac- 
commodated the crowd. As it was the taber- 
nacle and opera-house, with a combined ca- 
pacity of 5,000 people on a pinch, were pro- 
vided. And when Blaine appeared at each of 
these places the great multitude outside hung 
on the windows and strained necks and 
pushed and jammed to get asound of the 
voice of the magnetic man from Maine. 


Mr. Blaine spoke first at the taber- 


nacle. A gallery window, broken by the 
pressure of people, caused that intense appre- 
hension which brings blind fear, and 3,000 
people, with blanched faces, turned en masse 
in a second to the narrow doorways as if to 
escape impending doom, Mr. Blaine’s calm- 


ness, the wave of his hand, the tone of his 
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voice, his happy wit averted a panic which in 
a second more without such commanding 
presence would have become a thing horrible 
Blaine and McKinley were together 


on the stage. They quieted the crowd and 
they passed compliments to each other, and 
mme audience expressed its admiration and de- 
Hat by shouting, throwing hats and umbrel- 
us in the air, and losing itself generally in en- 
musiam until these two magnetic meu calmly 


_* aved it to silence. 


Confident of McKinley’s Election. 
Six years ago, when Blaine just missed the 
Presidency, he came to the McKinley district 
and helped him, by his inspiring words and 


presence, defeat David Page of Akron, the 


gerrymander campaign of the year. Belief 
here tonight is stronger than before, and with 
just cause, for there is confidence that McKin- 
ley may overcome the adverse 2,500 gerry- 
mander majority pitted against him. Presi- 
.dent Harrison, Reed, Alger, Sherman, 
Hastings, Dalzell, McDwugall, all have 
had a succession of receptions in 
this district this fall. Harrison was demon- 
strated to be near to the hearts of the 8,000 
people who went to a railroad station to greet 
him for a twenty-minutes’ speech here. Reed 
took the Democratic localities as well as 
others by the neatest sort of unoffending ar- 
gument, and Blaine has captured everybody. 
McKinley drove nearly all night through the 
rain to get here today after two speeches 
yesterday. He left tonight for twenty miles 
out in the country for another. His work isa 
wonder to his friends as well as the opposition. 
Gov. Hill produced some Democratic enthu- 
siasm in the district this week, but Hill is al- 
ready forgotten in the Blaine whirlwind. He

When the Prosperity Ceased, 


In the fall of 1856, when this tariff had been un- 
der way forten years, this great war in Europe 
came.to an end, and so did all the prosperity 
under the tariff of 1846. [Applause.] You all re- 
member what happened iu 1857—one of the se- 
verest panics and depressions this country ever 
encountered—and as long as these accidental 
props, these fortuitous happenings, these acci- 
dental revolutions, discoveries of gold, famine—as 
soon as they ceased the prosperity under the tar- 
iff of 1846 ceased also. 

Now I insist that we do not want famines. We 
don’t want revolutions. Wedo not want to have 
thousands of men slaughtered by war in order to 
keep up a free-trade tariff and make it look pros- 
perous when it is not. [Laughter and applause.) 

Give us a protective tariff and we can get along 
without the slaughter or the starvation of men. 
We can eustain ourselves with some 
thing beyond for the people that need help from 
our abundance, and in connection with the tariff 
of 1846 I call your atten‘ion, historically, 
totwo other tariffs in addition to that. The 
only three tariffs that the United States has ever 
had, suddenly lowering duties, was the one made 
after the war of 1812, the compromise tariff of 
1833. and the one in 1846, and every one of them 
led to business prostration in this country, which 
lasted in greater or less degroe until there was a 
protective tariff enacted. [Applause.] 

Lou never heard of a free-trade tariff coming 
to the relief of the people. [Laughter]. The only 
three times that the people of the United States 
tried a free-trade tariff they fell into adversity 
until a protective tariff came to the relief of the 
people. Some people want us to let the pro- 
tective tariff go by in order to make the experi- 
ment again. Well, I would like to see that 
experiment tried if only one or two people were 
to suffer, but it is a pretty hard thing to take the 
dreadful and terrible chance of prostrating the 
industries of the country when there are 64,000,- 
000 mouths to be fed. [Applause.] When the 
tariff of 1846 was enacted there were only 20,000,000 
people in the country. We now have 64,000,000. 
Four years after the tariff was enacted, accarding 
to the census of the United States, we only had 
$7,000,000,000 of property. We now have 64,500,000 
people and $60,000,000,000 of property. [Applause. } 

Gentlemen, you cannot sport with that number 
of people and with that mass of property. 
We cannot experiment even at this time and haz- 
ard the vast interests when we could not put the 
country where it stands today for ten penitential 
years thereafter. [Applause.] 


His Views on Reciprocity. 

Mr. Schurtz condemns the effort of Congress to 
secure reciprocity of trade with certain countries. 
[Laughter.] The free-traders have always been 
telling us thatif we would adopt their theory 
we would have a new era in this coun- 
try. On that form of statement I will not 
differ from them. [Laughter.] I think we should 
have a new era. Congress at its last session con- 
cluded to adopt anew policy. They looked at 
South America and they found that we were re- 
ceiving from those people vast imports and ex- 
porting little to them. The question was, Shall we 
repeal the duty on sugar and give that to South 
America, in addition to the coffee and the hides,and 
the dye woods, and the rubber, and the other 
things from South America, and shall we ask 
those men if we give them our markets for tho 
pound to let us enter theirs fora few shillings? 
[Applause.] O, no, Mr. Schurz says that won't do 
at all. You must resort to free trade. But I 
would like to ask Mr. Schurz before this Ohio au- 
dience how free trade is going to let us into their 
markets with our products? 

We have been giving Brazil a market for their 
nearly $60,000,000 of products, and they were tak- 
ing from us seven or eight or nine millions. Now 
suppose we declared absolute free trade. How 
would that help us with Brazil? They have not 
been buying anything and they do not let any- 
thing in free. Thirty-six million dollars’ worth 
of coffee, fourteen to sixteen millions of rubber, 
several millions of hides, and a great 
many dyestuffs and wood of that kind, all 
coming into the United States without ashilling of 
duty, but we want to send down there some flour, 
some lumber, some corn and wheat, the products 
of the West as well as of the East, and are not 
satisfied as things were going. [Laughter.] Well, 
we went on and awakened them to the necessities 
of the situation, and we found that they 
feel just as we do—that two nations deal- 
ing with each other must deal as two 
men do with each other—fairly, honestly, 
liberally ; so that the advantage shall not always 
be on the side of the one man or on the side of the 
one nation. [Applause.] Well, that was reci- 
procity. It is not a very complex problem. Mr. 
Schurz rather intimates it as a strange way of 
getting at things. 

How strangely mysterious reciprocity is. It is 
just as strange and mysterious as when a Starke 
County farmer, brings a hundred bushels of 
wheat to Canton, gets his money for it, buys 
supplies for his family, and goes back hontfe. 
flaughter.] That is a mysterious process and 
very difficult to understand. Yet I am sure that 
Brazil and all the South American States under- 
stood it the moment it was mentioned. Yet I am 
sure, and I speak with great candor when I say 
that I believe that we will make a very favorable 
arrangement to trade with South America. 

Venezuela an Example. 

Take a country like Venezuela of large area, 
but small population, not more than two and a 
half to three millions. They bring us $10,400,000 
worth of products. But how mucn of that is 
taxed do you suppose at the Custom House? Only 
$8,000. Every cent of that, except . 000, escapes 
taxation. We send them a good many things, 
but we do not send them one shilling’s worth, that 
is not taxed by them. That is not fair. They admit 
that it is not fair and they are glad and willing to 
right the matter and place us on reciprocal 
ground that will be to the prosperity of this 
country and to the prosperity of the other. Be- 
cause a trade that is so one-sided as that cannot 
be continued forever. I have not seen an approval 
from any free-trade country of the reciprocity 
idea that has stood the test for three months. 
When reciprocity was first suggested, 
the freetraders all, or nearly all. 
approved. At that time they thought 
it would divide the protectionists in Congress and 
they urged it very earnestly as long as they 
thought there would be some division, as long as 


thoy conceived that it was the dividing line that 


might obstruct the protectionists. [Mr. Blaine 
did not finish this paragraph as the crowd 
in the gallery at his left hand became 
excited and started half panic-stricken for the 
exit. Mr. Blaine and Minister Phelps discovered 
at a quick glance that the gallery was in no dan- 
ger of falling and both shouted to the crowd and 
waved their hands to reassure the excited throng. 
When quiet was restored Mr. Blaine resumed his 
remarks. }

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“SMOKY CITY” ONCE MORE 


PITTSBURG’S RETURN TO COAL WILL 
HAVE NO OTHER EFFECT. 


Neither the Price of Coal nor of Iron Will 
Be Increased by the Withdrawal of Nat- 
ural Gas Supplies by the Philadelphia 
Gas Company—Many Manufacturers In- 
dependent—Why the Standard Oil Com 
pany Changed Its Chicago Plank. 

The action of the Philadelphia Gas com- 
pany of Pittsburg in withdrawing its supply 
of natural gas from the furnaces is u surprise 
to Chicago but not to Pittsburg. The effect 
will not be so far-reaching as to prices of iron 
and coal as might appear at first. When the 
use of natural gas was begun at Pittsburg it 
was heralded all over the world that the cheap 
and superior fuel would give that manufact- 
uring center an advantage no other place pos- 
sessed. It was soon found, however, that the 
development of gas fields was expensive. The 
cost of pipmg and maintenance was 
considerable. The popularity of the fuel 
increased and with that the natural- 
gas companies began to raise prices. They 
ascertained what the cost of producing iron 
was with coal and what it was with natural 
gas and soon advanced the price of the latter 
to cover the difference. Companies combined 
to prevent competition and so far as the 
profits of the manufacturer were concerned he 
was not benefited in the end by the 
substitution. The public of Pittsburg, however, 
was glad of the change because from a 
dark and smoky city it was transformed into 
a model of cleanliness, It is said that with 
the same labor a superior quality of iron and 
steel can be made by the use of natural gas, 
but with extra care the same results can be 
obtained with either material. 

There are altogether in Pittsburg nearly 
1,200 puddling furnaces. Natural gas has been 
used not only in them, but also in the count- 
less heating and scrap furnaces and steel 
pots. Some of the leading establishments 
have their own fields, from which they get 
their supply of fuel. Several of the manu- 
facturers have purchased fields jointly. Their 
supplies are entirely independent of the Phila- 
delphia Gas company. Park Bros. & Co. and 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co. own their own gas 
supplies. Zug & Co. and Brown & Co. own 
their supply jointly. Spang, Chalfant & Co. 
were the pioneers in the use of natural gas 
there. They have their own line of supply for 
twenty-seven single puddling furnaces and one 
double. Other large manufacturers have 
puddling furnaces as follows: 

Oliver Iron and Steel company, 102 singles; 
Jones & Laughlin, 92 singles; Chess, Cook & 
Co., 24 singles; A. M. Byers & Co., 26 singles; Clin- 
ton Iron and Steel company, 19 singles; Eagle 
Rolling Mill and Tube Works, 17 singles and 4 
doubles; Elba Iron Works, 36 singles; Howe, 
Brown & Co., 13 singles; Shoenberger & Co., 29 
singles; H. Lloyd, Son & Co., 20 singles; Keystone 
Rolling Mill pany, 36 singles; Smith Bros. & 
Co., cast steel’ manufacturers, 1 
doubles; W. De Wees, Wood & Co., sheet - iron 
works, 12 singles. 

Effects of the Change. 

J. C. Fleming, agent of Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co. in this city, said that iron mills were 
taxed to their full capacity just now with work, 
and most of them were behind in their orders. 
He did not think that prices would be affected 
so much by reason of a return to the use of 
slack coal as by making it more difficult to fill 
orders. Plants might have to be changed to 
adapt them to the use of coal. A suspension 
of operation in the midst of a busy season 
would necessarily have its effect. 

George W. Cope, editor of the Chicago Iron 
Age, thought the greatest effect of the change 
would be to wrap Pittsburg again in perpetual 
smoke. It was not likely that prices of either 
iron or coal would be advanced, Many man- 
ufacturers did not take out the grate bars 
when they adopted gas, but merely put pipes 
into their furnaces, and were prepared to use 
coal at any time when the supply of gas should 
be interrupted. 

Other iron men were of the opinion that no 
important effect on the iron trade would fol- 
low the change of fuel. 

A. T. Thatcher did not think the price of 
coal would be the least: affected. Pittsburg 
coa] was used only for steam purposes in this 
city and was gradually yielding to Western 
coal. The receipts since Jan. 1 had been 170,- 
000 tons, against 200,000 tons for the same pe- 
riod last year. This amount was only about 
3 per cent of the total coal consumed here. 
For all purposes Chicago consumed 7,000,000 
tons of coal last year. He thought the Pitts- 
burg estimate of daily displacement of 
coal by gas, figured at 25,000 tons, or 
over 9,000,000 tons per year, was 
greatly exaggerated. Coal hereafter used 
in Pittsburg could readily be supplied from 
the immediate vicinity. Mines there closed 
down when the use of natural gas became the 
rage. They could resame operation speedily 
and furnish the Pittsburg market with all the 
coal it required. The Pittsburg coal seam 
was one of the largest in the world. It was 
thicker and more easily worked than any 
other. 


WHY CHICAGO WILL NOT HAVE GAS, 


True Inwardness of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s Recent Action. 

Charles H. Judson, who has managed the 
affairs of the proposed natural gas line to 
Chicago at this end of the line, is out of the 
city. One who is as well informed as any 
outsider is ever allowed to be concerning the 
Standard Oil company’s operations said yes- 
terday: 

It is easy to see now why the projected 
natural-gas ne was suddenly abandoned after 
hundreds of thousands of dollars had been ex- 
pended in the buying of gas lands, sink- 
ing of wells, laying pipes, and sub- 
sidizing city fathers. The Standard Oil 
is deeply interested in Pennsylvania nat- 
ural gas, so when it was demonstrated 
that the Pennsylvania natural gas companies 
could no longer afford to furnish fuel gas to 
manufacturers, and when it was determined to 
make the move just announced, the people 
behind the Chicago pipe-line project put on 
their thinking caps and did some reasoning by 
analogy. Experienced natural-gas men never 
did believe in the practicability of the scheme 
to carry natural gas from Indiana 
to Chicago, 185 miles, and sell 
it for fuel. Why, even in the center of the 
Indiana gas-belt the companies say they can- 
not afford to furnish the gas to manufactur. 
ers much longer. The pressure of the gas is 
constantly diminishing and it is an absolute 
certainty that the supply will not last many 
years. And even granting the practicability 
of carrying the gas to Chicago the enormous 
drain of 200,000,000 cubic feet a day, as pro- 
posed, would exhaust the field in short order. 

A Wheel Within Wheels, 


“There is a suspicion that a certain clique 
which engineered the scheme was well aware 
of its impracticability. You have heard of 
railroads for which there was no demand what- 
ever being built and yielding great profits to 
the constructors, but proving white 
elephants to the confiding stock- 
holders and bondholders upon whom 
they are unloaded, The natural gas 
line would probably have proved decidedly 
profitable to the construction company, 
whether a pound of gas ever reached Chicago 
or not.“ 7 

The excuse advanced—semi-officially—for 
the abandonment of the line in its partially 
completed state was that the City Council of 
Chicago would not allow the company to lay 
pipes inside the city limits, or to use 
those belonging to the Hyde Park or the Con- 
sumers’ compani This is arrant nonsense. 
When before was the Standard Oil scared out 
by the prospect of having to buy a few Chi- 
cago Aldermen? They don’t come any higher 
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came convinced of i impracticability and 
‘lay down’ on the eonstruction company. 
This Pittsb business removes any doubt 
that might have entertained on that 
score. *

Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 25.—[Special. }—Chief 
Operator Kelly of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company walked into the operating 
room in the central office in the German- 
American Bank Building late this afternoon 
and discharged Operators Cooper, Gibbons, 
Moore, Dempsey, and Patterson, 
six men who have been in the employ of the 
company for the last four years and who are 
among the best operators in the service here. 

„Why are we discharged without notice?“ 
asked Gibbons. *

between Assistant Superi@tendent Levin and 
Chief Kelly at which it Was agreed that all 
Brotherhood men should be let out at once. It 
is understood that general orders have come 
from General Superintendent Clowry at Chica- 
go to discharge forthwith all operators known 
to belong to the Brotherhood.

IRON AND STEEL MEN AT WASHINGTON. 


They Visit the Points of Interest and Are 
Reccived by the President. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Oct. 25.—The members 
of the Iron and Steel Institute, who have been 
on a tour through the South, began to arrive in 
Washington last night and came in large 
numbers this morning. The visitors were 
first taken to their hotels, and after a short 
rest were escorted to the Patent Office, where 
they evinced much interest in the American 
system. They visited the: Post-Office Depart- 
ment and called on the President. 

President Harrison gave the visitors a spe- 
cial reception at the White House in the after- 
noon at 3 o’cloock. The lower portion of the 
house, with the exception of the Blue Parlor, 
now under repair, was thrown open for their 
inspection, and the beautiful East Room, 
where the reception proper took place, was 
tastefully decorated with potted plants. Asa 
special compliment the Marine Band was pres- 
ent and played selections of English, Ger- 
man, and American airs. The receiving party 
consisted of the President and Mrs. Harri- 
son, Secretary and Mrs. Windom, Attorney- 
General and Mrs. Miller, Secretary and Mrs. 
Noble, Secretary and Mrs. Rusk, Secre- 
tary Proctor and Mrs. Dimmick. They were 
accompanied by Assistant Adee of the State 
Department and Colonel Ernest of the Army, 
who assisted in making the presentations.

VICTIMIZED BY A FORGER 


THREE BROCK (MASS.) BANKS 
DEFRAUDED OF $100,000. 


Charles W. Robinson, a Broker, Decamps 
After Securing Large Sums on Worth- 
less Notes—His Customers Will Also 
Lose Heavily—Frank Loring and the 
Big “Fund W” Swindle in Chicago Re- 
called by the Alleged Crooked Opera- 
tions of His Brother. 4 

Brockton, Mass., Oct. 25.—{Special.]— 
Charles W. Robinson, Clerk of the local 
Municipal Court, and owner and manager of 
a stock exchange, is a forger, and his gains 
will probably reach $100,000. The last seen of 
him was Friday afternoon. Then he disap- 
peared. 

That he is a forger is a confession from his 
own lips, made in the presence of a lawyer 
and his partners. 

There was a tremendous sensation when the 
fact became known in the business portion of 
the city, and there is much uneasiness as to the 
result of his criminal operations upon certain 
business houses. His acts will result in the 
ruin of more than one man, and others will 
be heavy losers. 

Robinson opened a stock exchange in the 
Home Bank Building in November, 1884, and 


managed the same for Seymour, Baker & Co., 


New York brokers, until the latter ceased to 
exist two yefirsago. From that time up to 
last January he ran the exchange on 
his own responsibility, and appeared to 
be making a success of the venture. Last 
January he took in as special partner Sewall 
P. Howard, a retired business-man of con- 
siderable wealth. He is a heavy loser by Rob- 
On, the Ist of September 
he took in another special partner, Emerson 
Goldthwaite, a retired pharmacist, who is also 
a very, wealthy man. The firm continued to 
exist until the present week. Then it was vio- 
lently dissolved. 

Mr. Goldthwaite was not very anxious to go 
into the partnership, but after urgent appeals 
consented, Robinson showed him books 
which apparently proved that he was doing 
a business of about $60,000 a year, and Mr. 
Goldthwaite, thinking the investment a pay- 
ing one, put in $§,000. His losses will be 
more than twice that amount. 

The extent of Robinson’s operations be- 
came known last Wednesday when one of 
his partners produced a pile of notes 
with forged names and handed them to 
him one by one, asking in each case, Did 
you sign that?“ Robinson turned pale and 
gasped for breath. Then, after long hesita- 
tion, he confessed that all were forgeries. He 
was taken to task, but only saidt I'm very 
sorry, but I couldn't help it. He promised 
to disclose everything, but Thursday he dis- 
appeared. 

It is another startling instance of misplaced 
confidence. Robinson’s character has been 


above reproach, and not even the taint of 


suspicion has been cast upon him until now. 
He was one of the leading men of the city, 
and was so highly esteemed that he might 
have had any favor he desired. The names of 
some of the foremost business-men are in- 
cluded in the list of forgeries. 

One of his tricks was to forge the name 
of some well-todo person, and getting 
proper indorsements would discount the 
paper through the banks, and it is 
learned that the -Home National Bank of 
this city holds $30,000 against Messrs. Gold- 
thwaite and Howard; also that a large amount 
is held by the Brockton National Bank 
and Plymouth banks; Mr. Robinson had 
many customers who wére doing a stock busi- 
ness on margins, and their losses will aggre- 
gate thousands.

LORING AND THE “FUND W.” 


The Big Chicago Swindle Recalled by Crook- 
ed Transactions at Binghamton, N. X. 

BryeuamtTon, N. T., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]— 
Charles H. Platt, L. A. Loring, A. F. Hovey 
of New York City, of the New York Stock and 
Produce Clearing House company, and L. B. 
Sears of this city, manager of the branch 
office here, were arraigned today to plead to 
indictments, 

There were two indictments against each 
for grand larceny in the first degree, and four 
against each for grand larceny in the second 
degree, A plea of not guilty was entered, and 
bail was fixed at $1,000 on the first two in- 
dictments and $500 each on the others. 

For some time past the above have con- 
ducted a bucket-shop here under the name 
of the Public Grain and Stock Exchange. 
About three months ago it was rumored that 
the concern had failed. Some of the patrons 
here had been speculating heavily in railroad 


‘ stocks at the time of the reported failure and de- 


manded the delivery of the stock or that their 
money be refunded, both demands being re- 
fused. The creditors allege that the concern 
did not control the stock, therefore could not 
deliver it,and consequently the transactions 
were fraudulent. 

New Yor«, Oct, 25.—([Special.]—Loring, 
Platt & Hovey have been generally supposed 
to be interested toa large extent in the big 
bucket shop. usually called the “Big 
Four,” and located in the Wells 
Building at No. 88 Broadway, Lor- 
ing, who came here from Chicago five 
or six years ago, is a wealthy man. He is 
supposed to be the financial backer of the 
concern in question, and when it failed last 
spring he was the sole preferred ¢reditor to 
the extent of $50,000. He owns the handsome 
apartment house at Thirty-first sfreet and 
Broadway, known as the San Carlos, and it is 


commonly reported that he made most of his 


money out of the Fund W swindle in Chi- 
eago, for complicity in which his brother, 
Frank Loring, was sent to the Joliet peniten- 
tiary. Another of his confederates was Miller, 
whose wife was recently arrested at the Cole- 
man House for having in her possession 
money obtained in London through a scheme 
similar to the Fund W plan. Platt and 
Hovey have been known as executive officers 
of the “ Big Four.”’

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EXCITEMENT ON WALL STREET. 


A Break in Union Pacific and a Favorable 
Bank Statement the Cause. 

New York, Oct. 25.—[Special.]—There was 
an excited market on Wall street today, with 
two sensations—first, a break in Union Pacific 
and St. Paul; second, a favorable 
bank statement when an adverse was ex- 
pected. The ostensible reason for the slump 
in Union Pacific was the formal refusal of the 
other lines to prorate with it, as made public 
yesterday, and a sensational alleged dispatch 
from San Francisco describing the road as 
mismanaged and physically decrepit. | 

The real reason seemed to be the tremend- 
ous drive under the lead of W. B. Wheeler and 
the dislodgement of long stock by reaching 
stop orders. This break extended to 4% per 
cent. Only 100 shares were dealt in at the low- 
est, and there was an immediate rally of 13{, to 
4714, at which it closed. The net decline since 
last Saturday is 54 per cent. 

Simultaneously with the slump in Union 
Pacific came the raid on St. Paul, which fell 
8 per cent to 5634, the lowest price since the 
early part of 1879, more than eleven 


years ago. In the panic of May, 


84, the lowest figure touched was 601 and 
that was directly followed by à recovery of 
over 20 points. As in the case of Union Pacific 
only 100 shares sold at the bottom price to- 
day, and a sharp recovery of 1% followed to 
the close. ited ee 

The reasons assigned for the selling of St. 
Paul was that it ought to have a slump with 
Union Pacific ;’’ that. London was selling out; 
that Mr. J. P. Morgan had lost all in- 
terest in the so-called trust, which 
the foreign stockholders in connection with 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. and other bankers con- 
trived for their own protection. About 34,000 
shares of Union Pacific and as many of St. 
Paul were dealt in during the two hours’ busi- 


ness, so that these two stocks represent about 


a third of all the transactions. , 

Burlington and Rock Island was jammed 
1 to 14¢ percent, but at once recovered all 
but a slight ion of the loss. The same is 
true of Louisville, North American, and 
Northern Pacific preferred. Mr. Cammack’s 
brokers were conspicuous buyers on the 
break, but obtained comparatively few stocks 
outside of Union Pacific and St. Paul.

Showy Uniforms at a Discount, 

Recent improvements in small arms, the intro- 
duction of smokeless powder, and the consequent 
possibility of battle between far distant forces, 
have directed the attention of military men on 
the Continent to the necessity of clothing soldiers 
in less conspicuous uniforms. The reform in 
question has been discussed at length in France, 
although the comparatively modest shades of the 
French uniforms give far less cause for apprehen- 
sion than the classically brilliant garments of the 
German military. The polished helmets, the 
scarlet and blue of most German soldiers, the 
white collars of the Cuirassiers, and the rainbow 
tints all over the Hussars make the wearers 
so remarkabl distinct to the eye at 
long distances the destructive work of hos- 
tile infantry or artillery is greatly facilitated. 
Even when behind an earthwork or in a trench, 
the infantry is betrayed by the long protradi 
metal spikes of the helmets. Russian and Freac 
infantry are almost invisible when they lie on the 
ground, and when marching at a ce are ex- 
ceedingly indistinct In combat with 
either, therefore, the German infantry would be 
ata great disadvan With the exception of 
England, Germany is the only great Power that 
still clings to the perilous primeval showiness of 
uniforms. The present agitation in Germany is in 
favor of blackening the helmets, abolishing the 
rainbow uniforms of Cuirassiers and Hussars, and 
aad as far as practicable the wearing of scar- 
et.

DANxvILLX, III., Oct. 25.—[ Special. ]}—At half- 
past 2 o’clock this afternoon Senator Cullom 
and Congressman Cannon arm in arm entered 
the armory. They were closely followed by 
Congressman A. J. Hopkins, State Senator 
George Bacon, W. B. Jewell, and other prom- 
inent Republicans. On .their entrance the 
audience which had packed.the building to its 
fullest capacity greeted them with enthusiastic 
and prolonged cheers. Chairman Cook an- 
nounced Congressman Cannon, wilo intro- 
duced Senator Cullom, saying that if for no 
other reason Senator Cullom deserved the 
everlasting gratitude of the people of Illinois 
on account of his famous Inter-State Com- 
merce bill, In opening Senator Cullom said: 
**T came here largely on my own invitation for 
the purpose of saying a word in behalf of 
Congressman Cannon, who has so ably repre- 
sented the Fifteenth Congressional District.“ 

At the mention of Cannon’s name the audi - 
ence again broke into deafening cheers. 
There is no man in Congress today,“ con- 
tinued Senator Cullom, superior to Con- 
gressman Cannon in power, influence, and 
ability.

DARK OUTLOOK FOR THE PANAMA CANAL. 


The Colombian. Government Not Likely to 
Grant the New Concession. 

Coton, U. S. Colombia, Oct. 10.—[Special 
Correspondence, |—Certain articles regarding 
the prospects of the Panama Canal have ap- 
peared in the American newspapers and none 
of them seem to tell the true state of affairs 
here. Bogota, the seat of the Colombian 
Government, where the present negotiations 
for the new concession are going on, is about 
600 miles from the isthmus proper, being sit- 
uated in the northwestern part of the South 
American Continent, some distance from 
either coast. On account of its inaccessibility 
and because of the fact that little news is sent 
from there regarding the progress of the ne- 
gotiations, it is difficult to get any reliable 
news on the subject. 

Lieut. Wyse, who obtained the original con- 
cession, has been atthe Capital for a long 
time, but from what I am able to learn he 
does not seemto have accomplished much. 
He asks for a grant of 10.000 hectares of land 
(about forty square miles), for which they 
will pay the Government 000,000 francs, 
and for an extension of the time of the pres- 
sent concession for — years, allowing them 
a year and a half in which to resume work on 
the canal. That proposition and the whole 
matter of the concession have been referred to 
a commission of the Congress, and there the 
matter seems to have come to a standstill, for 
no news of any action having been taken by 
that cammission has yet been received. N 

Naturally every one on the isthmus is count- 
ing upon the resumption of the work on the 
canal and therefore is inclined to take a hope- 
ful view of its future prospects. Similarly, 
the papers here and in Panama always sp 
of the matter as if there were not the slightest 
doubt but that the work on the canal would 
be resumed in a short time, When they have

CAUGHT IN THE BIG STORM. 


Experience of the Steamer City of Para Off 
‘te Cape Hatteras. 

New Lonx, Oct. 25.—[Special.}—Nearly a 
dozen steamers tossed by the big storm 
reached this port safely today. Many of them 
showed ample proof of the severity of the 
hurricane which lashed the coast for hundreds 
‘of miles.

into fr ents. A waiter was nearly drowned. 
Many of the passengers were hurled out of 
their berths.

MURDER AND PILLAGE IN SUNNY ITALY. 


Whole Villages Composed of Vicious Brig- 
ands—Their Astounding Audacity. 


Rome Letter in New York World: Brigands 
arecarrying on their operations to the very 
gates of Rome. Lawlessness and outrage 
prevail and pillage is the order of the day. 
There are whole villages and even towns, the 
inhabitants of which are devoted exclusively 
to the business of pillage. 0 

Dispatches from Palermo just received an- 
nounce the arrest there of the Mayor of the 
important town of Caccamo, with two of the 
members of the Municipal Council, the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Aldermen, the principal 
lawyer of the district, and the rector of the 
parish, who have ali been indicted for 
complicity in the recent capture of the 
banker Arrigi. The latter is one of the 
wealthiest owners of Sicily. He was 
seized while visiting one of his estates in the 
vicinity of Palermo by a number of brigands 
dressed in the uniforms of gendarmes and 
police; who informed him that they had been 
instructed to arrest him for some offense in 
connection with the game laws. The capture 
took place by broad daylight, and the pseudo- 
gendarmes had actually the audacity to con- 
duct him through the streets of Caccamo and 
of several other villages before reaching the 
mountain cave, where he remained imprisoned 
for three weeks. He was only released after 
the payment of a ransom of $80,000 in cold 


cash. 

The mportant Town of Viterbo, within a 
short drive of this city, is entirely in the hands 
of a well-armed and militarily organized band 
of brigands who are under the leadership of 
the famous old brigand, Chief Ansuini. The 
latter is invariably dressed in the garb of a 
monk, and, owing to the confessed inability 
on the part of the authorities to afford protec- 
tion against him to the landed proprietors and 
farmers of district, these latter have for 
years paid him heavy blackmail for the 
sake of immunity. 

Another famous robber chief of the name of 
Tiburzi has for fifteen years past terrorized 
the whole of the great Farrese district, and 
notwithstanding the fact that a reward of 
$5,000 has been offered for his capture, dead 
or alive, he continues to live openly and to 
oursue his calling without any molestation. 

ossibly this immunity 1s attributable to the 
vengeance exercised by the brigands whenever 
they have reason to believe that they have 
been denounced by one of the inhabitants of 
the — 1 Thus, only the other day a 
peasant at Ischia di Castro, who was suspected 
of having given information to the police con- 
cerning the whereabouts of the brigand chief 
Biagini, was found murdered in a most shock- 
ing manner. His body had been literally cut 
to pieces and the various fragments hung on 
different trees. 

In the Town of Frosinoni there are at the 
present moment imprisoned a band of thirty- 
three brigands who have no less than 400 
separate charges of murder and robbery 
against m. They are all natives of the 
mountain town of Artena, not more than an 
hour’s distance from here, which has long 

an evil reputation. 

Three centuries ago its walls and houses 
were razed to the ground and salt strewn on 
the ruins by order of Pope Paul IV., who de- 
clared that Artena was the most accursed spot 
in his dominions. That the Artenians of the 
present day are in no wise inferior in infamy 
to their ancestors is abundantly proven by 
the fact that the three last Mayors of the 
town have each fallen beneath the daggers of 
assassins. 

The leader of the band of brigands, now in 
the iron cage at Frosinoni, is the wealthiest 
and most respected municipal councilor of 
Artena. His name is Pasquale Nillani. He 
is old and gray-headed, and he stands on 
record as having during the course of 
his lo career committed - murders, 
62 robberies, and 184 assaults with in- 
tent to maim or kill. Pasquale’s wife 
strangled 
man named Canoni, who was sus 
of having been concerned in the capt- 
ure of the band. Under the circum- 
stances it becomes exceedingly diffi- 
cult to secure sufficient testimony to obtain a 
conviction, and the Government. officials, 
therefore, have to shut their eyes to crimes be- 
ing perpetrated under their very noses. It was 
only the other day that two military officers 
related to Prince Sciarra were murdered and 
robbed by broad daylight in the very court- 
yard of the railWay station at Val Montane, 
one of the first stops after leaving e on 
the line to Naples, while the stationmaster 
and his assistants were looking on without 
daring to interfere and trains filled with pas- 
sengers were passing through the station. 

ot far from Frosinoni, where the Artena 
brigands are now imprisoned, is the famous 
monastery of Trisulti. It is there that Cardi- 
nal Theodolf—one of the few Italian members 
of the sacred college who belong to patrician 
families—is accustomed to spend his annual 
vacation. His Eminence, who for many 
rears filled the post of Grand Master of the 
ousehold to the Pontiff, is a small, stout 
man of exceedingly jovial and good-humored 
appearance. A few. summers ago, while 
strolling through the woods in the neighbor- 
hood of the monastery, he was suddenly set 
upon by the brigands under the lead- 
ership of old Pasquale Nillani and carried off 
into the mountains.. For an entire week he 
remained in vaptivity until the ransom de- 
manded, amounting to some $6,000, had been

WOLCOTT NOT 
THE MURDERED MAN WAS ROBBED 
OF MONEY AND VALUABLES, 


He Left His Home with Considerable Cash 


plaines Victim, Buried—Inquest on the 
Body of William O’Brien—On Trial for 
Freyer’s Murder. re 

Norman Wolcott, when he reached Chicago 
the night he was murdered, must have had be- 
|} tween $175 and ‘$225 on his person. This is 
the statement of his nephew, Leavens Wes- 
cott, who reached Chicago last night from the 
East. He came as a representative of the 
family to make arrangements for the removal 
of the body. Mr. Wescott is the son of Wol- 
cott’s second wife, and when she died he was 
appointed administrator of the estate. 

“I gave my uncle $275 two months ago,” 
he said, as proceeds of the estate. He lived 
with his brother, Chester, for a time, and late- 
ly moved to Trenton Falls, N. 1. When he 
left he was bound for his sister’s home in 
Menasha, where He intended stopping for two 
or three months. Of course, he wasn’t with- 
out money, and must have had the greater 
portion of what I had given him. He wouldn’t 
take that trip without at least $175. 

He had a watch. It was a silver hunting- 
case watch and had a gold chain. Whether he 
had papers or not, I don’t know, but I 
think he carried his money in a pocketbook. 
He always wore a ring on one of the fingers of 
his left hand. 

„He was not a drinking man, and in the 
six or seven years I knew him I saw him take 
but two or three drinks.” 

When the body was found there was neither 
ring, watch, money, pocketbook, nor papers 
on it, A small piece of a gold chain was 
found, however. ee it 

Wolcott has a nephew in this city, R. A. 
Wescott, who is with Robert Law, the coal 
man. He did not hear of the murder till 
8 morning. He and Leavens 8 

is brother, called at the office of the Chief o 
Police last night and told what they knew of 
the old man. The Chief telegraphed Chester 
Wescott, the old man’s brother, to learn what 
he had in the way of money, papers, etc., 
when he left Trenton Falls. escott’s body 
will be sent East tomorrow. 

Leon Butler, the sus at the Harrison 
Street Station, was close y pumped by the de- 
tectives. Several of his friends claim that he 
was playing l with them all Tuesday even- 
ing. Mary Daly, a third woman who saw 
Nolcott and the man the night of the murder 
couldn’t identify him, though she identified 
Wolcott.

he case the Coroner has decided to reopen the 
case, and will probably begin a second in- 
quiry Tuesday. If he does not the case will 
be brought to the attention of the State’s-At- 
torney ard the grand jury. 


MICHAEL BRAZILL BURIED, 


Desplaines’ Residents Attend the Ceremo- 
nies—Few Developments in the Case. 

The funeral of Michael Brazfil, who was 
murdered Wednesday night at Desplaines, 
was held from the little Catholic church near 
the dead man’s homestead yesterday morn- 
ing. The service was simple and brief. All 
the older residents of Desplaines attended, 
and there was a sprinkling of railway employés 
among the mourners, The interment was at 
Calvary. 

There were few developments yesterday 
that in any respect throw light on the pe, ated 
Two tramps were arrested on the railroad 
near the village and locked up for a few hours 
in the shanty jail. The men were released 
when they had undergone some sharp ques- 
tioning. It is said that Brazill received $250 
in money from a creditor the day of the mur- 
der, but the information did not come direct 
from the surviving principal to the transac- 
tion. Mrs. Haven, past whom the murderers 
ran from the barn, was put to a 

uestioning test again yesterday by detectives. 
e somewhat sensational story published in 
an afternoon paper yesterday to the effect. that 
Mrs. Haven h Ean prominent citi- 
zens of Desplaines as two of the fleeing trio is 
discredited by the police. The story in ques- 
tion stated that Mrs. Haven still declares that 
all the men were total strangers, and the po- 
lice are inclined to believe her. 

The officials at work upon the case seem to 
think Brazill's murder was the work of Chi- 
cago thugs attracted to the deed by tales of 
the — ny ene wealth. 

Another belief held — many is that men in 
debt to Brazill planned and perpetrated the 
crime. Thestr r tramp theory is losing 
strength, and nearly all the detective work be- 
ing done is based upon the first two supposi- 
tions given. 


O’BRIEN’S SLAYER EXONERATED, 


The Coroner’s Jury Finds That McCaffrey 
Shot in Self-Defense. 

Deputy Coroner Monaghan held an inquest 
yesterday at the Twenty-second Street Station 
on the body of William O’Brien, who was 
shot and killed by Thomas McCaffrey at No. 
1607 Wabash avenue. All the evidence presented 
was strongly in favor of McCaffrey, which 
tended to show that he shot O’Brien in seif- 
defense. Mrs. Bessie O'Brien, wife of the 
murdered man, testified that O’Brien had not 
beem home since Thursday, and that he was a 
hard drinking man. 

William Porter, the bartender at No. 1607 
Wabash avenue, testified that O’Brien and 
McCaffrey came into the saloon both under 
the influence of liquor and that they were 
quarreling when they came in. O’Brien. was 
continually abusing McCaffrey and calling 
him vile names. McCaffrey started to leave 
the saloon, saying that he did not want to 
quarrel, whereupon O'Brien struck McCaffrey 
in the face and before he time to recover 
O'Brien ran into the kitchen and got a large 
knife, and went for McCaffrey, who in turn 
took his revolver and fired two shots at his 
assailant. One of the bullets took effect. 

George Fisher, a colored cook, corroborated 

Porter’s story. Andrew Robinson, another 
colored cook employed in the saloon where 
the shooting took gee. said that he wanted 
to part the men while they were fighting, and 
was repaid by getting hit in the head by one 
of the men. 
_ Louis Smith, the boy who is also employed 
in the saloon, stated that O’Brien had nearly 
killed him two weeks ago, and said that the 
shooting was done in self-defense. 

The jury was out about five minutes and 
brought in a verdict that O’Brien came to his 
death from a bullet wound in the head being 
fired from a revolver in the hands of Thomas 
McCaffrey in self-defense. The jury recom- 
mended that the prisoner be discharged.

PENNILESS. 
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The Mission to Liberia Generally a Pass- 
* port to Eternity. 

New York Star: The Rev. Dr. Alexander 
Clark of Missouri has been a prominent figure 
in colored society here in New York for the 
last couple of weeks, President Harrison has 
just appointed him Minister to the black Re- 
public of Liberia, It may seem a strange 
thing to say, but it is true, even in this era of 
strife for official place, that the Administra- 
tion has found it difficult to fill the 
position given to Mr. Clark, although the 
salary attached to it is $5,000 annum, 
There were scores of applicants for 
the place, all of them colored men, but few, if 
any of them, possessing the requisite qualifica- 
tions. It may be consolatory for the unsuc- 
cessful fellows who have had to stand aside for 


Mr. Clark’s appointment to know that the man 


who has won the place will probably need a 
successor before a year or two is over. The 
fever gpason generally kills with certainty 
along that part -of the African coast, 
and our Government thus far re- 
fused to pay the expenses of ing 
home dead diplomats for burial. We have 
had some curious Ministers of late to that 
black Republic. During the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration there was a jolly old negro 
reacher in North Carolina named Mose 
opkins. He was a thorn in the side of Sen- 
ators Ransom and Vance, for he was a Re- 
publican campaigner of na _ oratori- 
cal power, and had great influence 
with the black voters of the State. 
Everybody was astonished when it 
was announced that President Cleve- 
land had appointed Mose as Minister to Libe- 
ria, but the seeret of the matter was that there 
was an election coming on and the two Sena- 
tors wanted Mose out of the State, and so they 
had him sent to Liberia. They succeeded in 
22 rid of him more thoroughly than they 
had anticipated, for in less than a year after 
his arrival on the coast Mose went the way 
most of the newcomers to that section of .the 
world do—he died. 

A Kansas politician named Taylor next tried 
his fortune at Monrovia, the Capital of the 
Republic, as our representative. He was a 
sort of half-barber, half-preacher, and he hag 
not been there long before he was arm-deep 
in a big fight with the authorities in reference 
to some alleged slight of his official character. 
But when the fever season came wandering up 
the coast, the Kansas man, fearing the fate of 
his predecessor, hurried back to America. When 
he reached America he staid a few weeks at 
the Hoffman House, and the stories he told of 
the conditions, morals, and mode of life amid 
the negroes of that much-depraved Liberian 
Republic ought to be printed, if any one dared 
to undertake the task, for private circulation 
among the members of Congress when the 
next bill is presented to 2 a $5,000 salary 
for a Minister to that delightful spot. 

Probably the best Minister and the most 
serviceable one for himself and for his coun- 
try that we ever sent to Liberia was J. Milton 
Turner, who lives in St. Louis, and whose 
brown face and bright African intellect has 
been on every side o litics at times for the 
last twenty years. e genial Turner was 
Minister in the old Grant-Hayes days, and he 
had some common sense as to the way of per- 
forming his diplomatic duties. He went to 
his post at Liberia, presented his credentials, 
and then quietly slip over to Paris, where 
he lived nicelyin the Latin quarter, going 
down the coast a couple of times a year to see 
if the Secretary he appoin was dead 
and buried. Nobody ever found any fault 


with him, and he was the only man who ever 


pretended to represent us there who returned 
in love with Liberia and its people. He had 
seen little of the Government and nothing of 
the population. 


THE TITHING SYSTEM IN CANADA, 


An Additional and Heavy Impost Levied 
Upon the Farmers, 

Toronto Mail: The mandement of Bishop 
Lafléche of Three Rivers, calling upon the 
habitants to pay to the curés,in addition to 
the tithes alreagly required of them, an impost 
of 7.50 on every thousand bundles of hay 
they put up, would at any time 
be interesting reading. But following 
hard upon the McKinley tariff, which 
taxes the hay of Quebec more vigorously 
than before as it passes to the American mar- 
ket, and, coming so soon after the declaration 
that the French province must have more 
money from the Federal chest because the 
people are too poor to submit to direct taxa- 
tion, it is doubly important. The church, it 
is obvious, is bound to hfve its pound of flesh, 
no matter how lean the unfortunate farmer 
may happen to bee, 

The present rule is that one twenty-sixth of 
the grain cropor its equivalent shall pass to the 
church. In order to make the collection certain 
the civil law and the ecclesiastical law con- 
bine to enforce payment. The tithe is a debt 
collectable through the courts. It is nota 
voluntary contribution offered by the laity, 
but a tax imposed by a power in which the laity 
has no voice. No person who is a Roman Catholic 
can escape payment. Should a Roman Catho- 
lic desire to be exempt he has to make a 
formal declaration of apostacy and produce 

roof that he has joined one of the Protestant 

enominations. The ecclesiastical wer to 
enforce payment is exercised through the re- 
hgious ordinances. He who withholds the 
tithe is subject to spiritual censure, and is de- 
clared to be guilty of a sin ftom which the 
Bishops alone can absolve him. 


Protection in Prussia, 

That the United States 1s not the only country 4 
in which the policy of protection has operated to 
greatly increase the general prosperity is shown 
by the figures recently published by the Royal 
Statistical Bureau of Prussia, showing the in- 
creased steam power in use in 1889 as compared 
with 1879. From these res it appears t in 
ten years under a protective policy stimulating 
strongly the general prosperity of the coun- 
try the increase in horse power in loco 
motive engines was 136 per cent, the increase 
in number 120 per cent, the increase of 
horse power of marine engines was 206 per cent, of 
stationary engines 70 per cent. The figures indi- 
cate in general rather more than doubie the nume 
ber and horse-power of steam engines employed 
for all purposes in 1879. 

What is especially noticeable is the fact that 
the increase is greatest in the number and power 
of marine engines. Under a wise fostering policy, 
and on account of the extension of Germany's 
colonial interests, the German flag has rapi 
multiplied upon the water. Simultaneously with 
these evidences of the increase of German in- 
dustries others are noted which are not less grati- 
fying. Wages are higher than in 1879, though yet 
far below the American level, and the volume of 
trade is far larger.—Brooklyn Times. 


Colored People in New Tork. 


® The census of this city will show that there has 


been a heavy increase of our colored denizens 
within recent years, and perhaps it will be found 
that this element of our population is more than 
twice as big as it was in 1880. Blacks and mulat- 
toes have been migrating to New York from all 
the States of the South, and though they suffer 
from the rigors of the climate, they like many 
other things here. The great majority of them 
are hard workers, and find it possible to procure 
the means of life in New York 
if not to reach prosperity. Our colored 
fellow citizens are engaged in kinds of 
ayocations. Many hundreds of them earn wages 
in the building trades, while still more doso as.

LIQUOR IN IOWA DOOMED. 


JUDGE SHIRAS SAYS “ORIGINAL PACK- | 
AGE” Is NO EXCUSE, 


He Gives a Decision in Which a Saloon- 
keeper Is Adjudged Guilty of Violating » 
the Prohibitory Law~—The Defense of 
“Inter-State Commerce” Has No Effect 
The Wilson Bill Cited as a Partial 
Authority—He Sets Aside Former Rul- 


ings. 

Des Mots, Ia., Oct. 25,—[Special.]— 
Judge Shiras made an important decision in 
the United States Circuit Court in this city 
today involving the legality of the Iowa Pro- 
hibitory law. The question arose on the ap- 
plication of E. E. Spickler of Coon 
Rapids, Ia, for a writ of habeas 
corpus. Spickler was convicted in the 
Carroll County district court of selling liquor 
in the original package subsequent to the 
passage of the Wilson bill, and was sentenced 
to serve aterm of ten days in jail. It was 
shown that’ Spickler, acting as agent for an 
Omaha firm, had sold liquors in the 
original packages. F. C. Charles, at- 
torney for Spickler, called Judge Shiras, 
attention to two great decisions of the 
United States Circuit Court where substan- 
tially the same questions were involved as in this 
case, One was the ruling of the United States 
Circuit Court of Kansas at its June, 1890, ses- 
sion, upon the application of eleyen persons 
for writs of habeas corpus, The liquor in 
those cases was shipped from Missouri into 
Kansas and gold inthe original packages. 
The court granted the writs and ordered the 
defendants released from custody. That was 
of course before the passage of the Wilson 
bill. 

The second authority cited was the recent 
decision of United States Circuit Judges Fos- 
ter and Phillips. There were two points in- 
volvea in the Topeka case—first, the constitu- 
tionality of the Wilson bill, and, second, 
the question whether the Kansas prohibitory 
law was revived by the passage of the bill. 
It was not claimed that the defendants in the 
Kansas case were guilty of any offense against 
the laws of Kansas before the 2 of the 
Wilson bill, but it was claimed that their 
business of selling liquors was a crime after 
the passage of such a law. 

In submitting the case Attorney Charles ex- 
pressed the opinion that the present_case was 

arallel to the Topeka case, and that the rule 
Haid down there would apply here. 

It was evident that Judge Shiras was well 
pre to rule upon the question. He ex- 
cused the attorney for the applicant from 
citing authorities at length, saying he had 
looked up all precedents bearing upon the 
case, 


Forme#Opinions Set Aside. 

His decision was given orally and without a 
moment’s hesitation. He said that, with all 
due deference to Judges Phillips and Foster, 
he was bound to say that, in his opinion, they 
had misstated the points in the case at 
Topeka, If there was any question that is 
thoroughly settled by the decisions of the 
courts it is the absolute and un- 
qualified right of a State to pass 
z rohibitory laws, That question has been 
orever settled. In repeated cases, carried to 
the United States Supreme Court, it had been 
held that Iowa and Kansas in passing laws 
——— the sale of intoxicating liquors 
ad exercised powers rightly belonging to 
eet Sake Scie by tat om 

0 package on by co 
didn’t involve the validity of the Iowa law. 
The question * arose as to the point at 
which the State had control of the liquors 
imported into it. An officer acting under 
authority of the Iowa law seized some liquor 
in the ds of the importer’s apres 
and the United States Supreme Court 
held that the seizure was an interference with 
inter-State commerce, a subject, which the 
Constitution delegates to Congress alone. 
Then Congress, in the exercise of this consti- 
tutional n the Wilson bill. But 
that question didn’t a the question of the 
sale of liquor in the origi package. 
It simply made impo liquors sub- 
ject to e laws of a State from 
the time they entered its borders. Under the 
laws both of Iowa and Kansas the sale of 
liquors in original packages or ot ise was 
a crime before the Wilson bill was passed, 
but imported liquors could not be 
seized because that was an interference 
with inter-State commerce. The Wilson bill 
simply waives the right of C in this 
matter and gives State full power over 
the liquor from the time it enters its terri- 
tory. Therefore it is not necessary 
that the Wilson bill should work a 
revival of the Iowa law in order 
to make that law. operative. It 
has been operative all the while. The only 
question was as to the point where the liquor 
became subject to the law, and the Wilson bill 
made it apply to all liquors within the State, 
whether imported or not. And that is all 
there is of the question. 


Prohibition Law in Full Force, 


In conclusion Judge Shiras said: The 
prohibition law of Iowa is in full and com- 
— force today and applies to every sale of 

quor made within its purview, the decision of 
Judge Phillips te the cont notwithstand- 
ing. The a for a writ in this case 
is discharged and defendant is continued 
in custody.”’ 

In the course of this ruling the Judge also 
took occasion to say that he didn’t believe in 
these applications for writs of habeas 
corpus merely to secure a ruling from 
the Federal Court which would reverse 
the findings of a State court. Those 
writs were not intended to operate as writs of 
error. Ifthe defendant in an action in the 
State courts feels aggrieved let him take an 
appeal to the higher courts through the 
regular channel, This original pack- 
age question and the coustitution- 
ality of the Wilson bill will eventuafly reach 
the United States Supreme Court, and he 
(Judge Shiras) did not care to take the re- 
sponsibility of discharging prisoners con- 
victed by the State courts when the highest 
court might decide that they were right- 
fully held. He added that he understood 
Judge Caldwell was about to Pe upon the 

uestion at Little Rock and if that decison 
should be against the legality of the Kansas 
law he (Shiras) would have to bow to the wis- 
dom of his superior. 


A Pressing and Difficult Problem. 

The vast flood of foreigners which pours cease- 
lessly into this country and its equal participa- 
tion in the Government after very inadequate 
preparation for the duties and responsibilities of 
citizenship is one of the most pressing and diffi- 
cult of our public problems.

Are Women the Refiners of Manners7— 
Their Code Said to Be Insolent, Selfish, 
and Inconsiderate — Various Forms of 
Rudeness Observed in Daily Life—Spite- 
fulness. Towards Her Own Sex and 
Coarse Vulgarity on Shopping Days—Man 
the Superior in This Respect. 

Oscar Fay Adamsin North American Re- 
view: Perhaps it were best to say at once 
that woman is referred to under this title, 
that the reader may not remain one moment 
in doubt which sex is meant. The phrase, 
“the gentler sex,“ is, I consider, a most mis- 
Jeading one as applied to women, and I have 
been Jed to assume as a result of my personal 
observations that the title given to this paper 
is, on the whole, the most purely descriptive 

-of woman. 

Iam very well aware that to declare an ab- 
sence of good manners in women is to run de- 
cidedly counter to received opinion on the 

subject; but I maintain that this same re- 

‘ ceived opinion is founded on a basis that is 

very largely imaginary. The world has been 

told for so long a time that it is woman who 


Supplies the restraining, softening, and re- 


fining influences at work in humane society 
that it has in great measure come to believe 

the assertion most implicitly, even in the face 
of a strong current of testimony setting quite 
the other way. Men believe it, or affect to ve- 
lieve it, from considerations of gallantry. 
Women believe it without question. 

It is my purpose to assert here that, how- 
ever great an influence may be exerted in be- 
half of the conservation of manners by excep- 
tional women, the statement that woman in 
general is the refiner of manners is, in any 
large sense, an utteriy false one. Further- 
more, I have no hesitation in declaring that 
the code of manners followed in publie by the 
average woman is disgracefully inconsiderate, 
superiatively selfish, and exasperatingly inso- 
lent; such a code, in fact, as would not re-

Let us look at a more flagrant instance of

to the front at once and informs the agent 
that she wants a ticket to Evercrech Junction 
by way of East Cato. Sometimes she adds 
that she is in a great hurry.

When William Kemmier was executed by 
electricity in the State’s prison at Auburn, N. 
Y., last July, Dr. George E. Fell of Buffalo, 
one of the attending physitians in charge, 
took occasion to obtain and preserve some 
specimens of the executed man’s blood for 
microscopical examination and analysis. The 
blood, the most important fluid of the body, 
is, as is well known, affected by any important 
changes in the system, and the execution 
afforded an opportunity never before obtain- 
able of ascertaining the effects of a fatal elec- 
tric shock, These specimens were given to 
Henry L. Tolman, the well-known micros 
copist of this city, to be p raphed, and 
the accompanying cuts furnish a — — illus- 
tration of the terrible effect of passage of 
the electric current.

Davis’ 
many relations will have no difficulty in prov- 
ing that they are his brothers, sisters,nephews, 
and nieces, In the Blythe case the difficulty 
was to prove family. connection, and the es- 
tate went to the il imate daughter, Flor- 
ence. The natural children in the Davis case 
cut a very small figure. The question is 
whether brothers, sisters, nephews, and 
nieces shall divide the money or let it go to 
one man, John A, Davis, a brother of the 
dead millionaire. As there are anywhere 
from five to seven millions at issue this is an 
interesting question. 

Andrew J. Davis was one of the hardy pio- 
neers of the Northwest, says the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican. He was born in South 
Wilbranam, April 25, 1819, and started West 
when a boy of 16. This was about 1835. After 
short stays in Indiana, Tennessee, and Mis- 
souri, he reached Iowa in 1838 and began 
farming, uniting with that industry those of 
milling, distilling, and mercantile life. Hede- 
cided in 1853 to try California. Leasing his 
Iowa farm and disposing of his other enter- 
prises in the Hawkeye State he went to the 
Golden Gate. It was a good time for the 
speculator and the money-lender on the coast, 
and in both these lines Davis prospered during 
the four years that he remained there. Re- 
turning to Iowa in 1857 he launched out agaiu 
in business and stuck to it steadily for seven 
years. Then the spirit of restlessness devel- 
oped again and led him into Montana, which 
proved to be his most fortunate venture. 

Mining in Montana was then in its infancy, 
though Alder Gulch was filling up, and Vir- 
ginia City was 2 Davis sent a large 
stock of goods into Montana in 1864, and 
went himself to sell them. Having disposed 
of his wares to great advantage he followed it 
“4 with other ventures of the same kind. 
Then he began loaning money on various 
properties. Through the non-payment of 
money advanced numerous valuable mines 
fell into his hands. So extensive became his 
acquisitions through this and other. processes 
that he found himself compelled to remain in 
the Territory and look after his. interests. 
Thus perforce a pioneer ef the great North- 
west he set about improving - 
How well he did so is eviden by the fact 
that when he died there was to his credit near- 
ly $800,000 in the First National bank of Butte 
of which he also owned stock to the value of 


$700,000. 

In addition to this he owned over half a 
million of the stock of the First National 
Bank of Helena and upwards of $2,000,000 in 
good paying mining stocks. Over $1,000,000 
was also due him from various individuals to 
whom he had made loans. The practical 
owner of two of the most prosperous banks in 
a State where there is no legal rate of inter- 
est and where from 10 to 15 per cent are the 
ruling figures, his income from that source 
alone was enormous. One of his most profit- 
able transactions mae 9 oe 2 

xington mine. For this Davis — 
000 in cash. At his death, March, 1890, An- 
drew J. Davis was, with perhaps one excep- 
tion, the richest man in the State of Mon- 
tana. 

Davis died of paralysis of the brain. In his 
last illness he was attended by his brother, 
John A. Davis, and his favorite niece, Mrs. 
Ellen J. Cornu of New York. The body was 
taken to Somers, Conn., for burial. At the 
same time began the trouble over the distri- 
bution of the estate. When the relatives had 
assembled at Spri eld, it is claimed that an 
effort was made fo have them sign a paper 

lacing their interests in the hands of Erwin 

avis, the latter also a brother of the Butte 
millionaire, and a wealthy New York stock 
broker. Henry A. Root of Helena, a nephew, 
successfully resisted this. Later on John A. 
Davis was granted letters of administration in 
the court there. Root contested the appoint- 
ment, alleging incOmpetency and untrust-

The day before the case was to come up in 
the Supreme Court a paper. alleged to be the 
last will of Andrew J. Davis was produced. 
It was claimed that the will was discovered 
among some of his old papers in lowa. The 
paper bore all the marks of age. It was dated 
in Ven Buren County, Iowa, July 20, 1866, It 
left all the property to John A. Davis, except 
life annuities to two of Andrew J. Davis’ chil- 
dren in Iowa, and the mother of one of them. 
They were named in the paper as Thomas Jef- 
ferson Davis and Pet Davis, and the latter’s 
mother, Miss Bridgett. The will appointed 
John Davis and Job Davis, both of lowa, ex- 
ecutors. Both are long since dead. Root’s 
counsel secured a postponement of the case. 
An expert was taken there from New York 
and, after examiring the will, pronounced 
it aforgery. The contestants went into court 
and attacked the validity of the will, and on 
this the issue is joined. It is claimed that A. 
J. Davis was superstitious about — a 
will, believing that if he did go he would die 
at once. ;

Davis include Erwin Davis of New York City, 
John A. Davis of Butte, Calvin A. Davis of 
Sonoma, Cal., all brothers of Andrew; Diana 
Davis of Somers, Conn., and Harriet Wood 
and Elizabeth Bowdoin of this city, sisters of 
the dead man; Henry A. Root of Helena, and 
Henry A. Davisof Monson, Mass.; nephews; 
Ella J. Cornu of Osborn Falls, N. I.; Mary 
L. Dunbar and Elizabeth S. Ladd of Spring- 
field, Mass.; Maria Cummings of Ware, 
Harriet R. Sheffield of New Rochelle, N. Y., 
and Elizabeth Dunbar Smith of Alameda

their device and it was investigated. The 


Lee smoke- burner is an entirely novel in ven- 
tion. It rejects the principles of nearly all 
the consumers that are now in use and 
up the idea, frequently advanced by Tux 
Trung, that the almost perfect combust:on 
of coal and smoke can be obtained by intro- 
ducing hot-air and in some manner passing 
the smoke through the fire after it is gener- 
ated. This has been attempted by devices 
that eaked the coal before it was burned, such 
as the Murphy burner and others, and by 
down-draught furnaces, like the Post & Saw- 
yer, and the Herbert make. 
he Lee furnace carries the smoke by, suc- 

tion back to a place right over the fire, while 
a current of hot air is forced through the fire 
from below, and causes the combustion of the 
smoke. This is accomplished by exhaust fans. 
The smokestack is tapped close to the furnace 
by a pipe, the size of which varies according 
to e capacity of the furnace, This 
pipe leads to a fan that is kept 
continually in motion, exhausting the pipe, 
and thus sucking the smoke out of the stack 
to the fan, from which it is conducted through 

ipes to the fire-box directly above the- grate 
fae and into the hottest part of the fire. An- 
other pipe taps the upper. part of the furnace 
above or at the side of the boiler, and another 
fan sucks hot air from 
that space through the pipe and forces it 
through pipes into the furnace close beneath 
and up —— the grate bars. Two cirdles 
of air and smoke are thus formed, so that 
none of the smoke is allowéd to escape through 
the smokestack. | TS 

A furnace of this kind was seen in opera- 
tion at the printing establishment of C. H. 
Blakely & Co., and it was found that the air 
above the smokestack was ar phage pure. 

Like the steam-jet devices, this smoke 
burner had one imperfection, namely, it re- 
quired steam to be put in operation and as a 
consequence the furnace would smoke until a 
certain amount of steam wag generated. The 
steam was required for turning the fans. At 
the suggestion of Smoke Inspector Young this 
defect was remedied by using a small hydrau- 
lic engine, which will produce the required 
rotation of the fans and can be disconnected 
whenever there is enough steam to run them.

He can be spared, and no one will re- 
gret his departure. All that has happened is 
that an unnecessary middleman has dropped 
out. Possibly the importer, being out of a 
job, will return to the country whence he 
came, but his place will be more than filled 
by hundreds of artisans who will cross the 
ocean and begin manufacturing here the 
goods they used to make on the other side and 
send over to this importer. Where there was 
one consumer of American breadstuffs, and 
one man who gave exnnloyment to American 
labor of all kinds, there wili be henceforth 
hundreds. The country. gains by the ex- 
change. 


Ir has more than once been remarked as 
probable that if Christ should make his ap- 
pearance on earth today he would meet with 
no better reception by the Christian world 
than was accorded him by the Jews nearly 
2,000 years ago. The idea is supported by 
articles in several of the papers last week in 
reference to the effort by Taz Tuns to re- 
produce the Lord’s Prayer in the language in 
which it was originally given to the Disciples. 
One affected to regard it asan utterance on 
the tariff question, and another exhibited a 
considerable amount of cheap wit in trying to 
convey the intimation that it furnished the 
clew to an easay on politics. One might have 
thought the sacredness of the subject 
sufficient to restrain such utterances, 
but it seems the irreverence of the 
secular press, or rather of some portion of it, 
is not curbed by sucha limitation. All the 
efforts put forth by the clergy in the pulpit 
and through religious periodicals have not 
availed to prevent such jesting with holy 
things, and one may be pardoned the sugges- 
tion that the conduct referred to justifies a re- 
mark made long since to the effect that even 
redeeming grace is insufficient to cure radi- 
cal meanness, though it can make a good 
Christian out of adrunkard or even a mur- 
derer (after the latter has been condemned to 
die). 


Tun New York stock market closed Satur- 
day with prices of many of the stocks at the 
lowest point of the year, and that means the 
lowest point for several years. The silver 
pool appears to have broken and a decline of 
four points in Union Pacific helped on the 
general weakness, The local stock market 
was irreguiar and not specially active in any 
line. New York exchange was dull at 40 conts 
discount and sterling was weak and heavy. 
The local money market has now. reached a 
point where 7 per cent is pretty nearly the 
general rate for bank accommodations.—The 
Chicago produce markets were irregular and 
moderately active yesterday. Wheat was 
easier on the decline in silver, corn firm on 
reports of unsatisfactory husking returns, and 


provisions firm on the poor quality of the 


hogs coming in and in sympathy with corn. 
As compared with the previous day wheat 
closed ig cent lower, corn cent higher, oats 
cent higher, rye steady, barley firm, flax 
cent higher, pork 10 cents higher, lard 5 
cents higher, and ribs 73¢ cents higher. The 
receipts of wheat exceed the shipments during 
the week by 330,000 bushels, and the 
shipments of corn were 145,000 bushels 
greater than the sreceipts. The packing 
since the close -of February included 
8,080,000 hogs, against 2,199,000 in 1889 
and 1,696,000 in 1888. 


SPEAKER REED FOUND A FULL QUORUM 
IN CHICAGO. 

Sixteen thousand Chicago voters crowded 
into the two Lake-Front armories Friday 
night that they might see and hear Speaker 
Reed, the man who counts a quorum when he 
sees it. Had the halls been larger the crowds 
would have been greater. The welcome given 
him by Chicago could not have been more 
hearty and general.. It was a surprising dis- 
play of enthusiasm regarding a man who is not 
a great orator; who is not the chief representa- 
tive of some great measure which has been 
absorbing public attention. 

That which filled the armories to overflow. 
ing was the wish to see a man who had shown 
himself the possessor of courage in office; who 
had demonstrated his ability to meet and beat 
his obstructive opponents; who had had a 
long fight with the tilibusters of the House, 
and had gotten the better of them. The same 
feeling, though of a higher order, which drew 
men to see Sullivan knock out strong men 
when at the height of his pugilistic glory im- 
pelled them to go and take a look at the man 
who, in spite of violent abuse, of threats, of 
intimidation, of possible riots, had gone along 
unshaken, imperturbable, calm as a June 
morning, till he quelled the fierce tumultuous 
Democratic mob that confronted him, and 
forced its worst spirits to own up that they 
had found their master. 

Everybody who was at the armories knew 
that smiling Tom Reed was a fighter, and that 
he had knocked out the other fellows. They 
knew that when Democrats sat in their seats 
and refused to vote, thus trying to break up a 
quorum and stop public business, he had 
counted them as present to make a quorum 


made it possible for legislation to go on. ‘ake 
this is an imperfect statement of Mr. Reed’s 
great work. 

What he did was to restore to the majority 
in the House of Representatives the right to 
govern legislation for the American people of 
which the minority were seeking to deprive it. 
In 1888 the voters gave the control of the 
House to the Republican party, and with it the 
right to pass laws in its discretion subject to 
the Constitution. If the country approved of 
them it could reaffirm in 1890 its verdict of 


+ 1888; if it did not it could put the other party 


in power in the House. It was the business of 
the Democ in the House to accept this 
popular verdict, distasteful as 1t might be, but 
from the very outset they attempted to defeat 
it. Whenever sickness or necessary absence 
had reduced the number of Republicans be- 
low that necessary for a quorum, or half of all 
the members elected, the Democrats would 
sit in their seats and refuse to answer to. their 
names when the roll was called, unless the bill 
was one which met with their approval. By a 
strange perversion of law and custom the mi- 


} nority was thus able to dictate to the majority 


what should pass, and not the majority to the 
minority. Undersuch an un-republican sys- 


tem few laws would pass except those the mi- 


nority were in favor of. There would be an

The old-fashioned trick of the minority to 
break a quorum was to absquatulate—run off. 
But that id not popular with the people, who 
do not like to see Representatives desert their 
seats. Next came the filibustering era of an 
interminable series of dilatory motions. But 
filibustering means labor, and hence tne 
Democrats had discarded it for this simpler 
plan of breaking a quorum by sitting mum 
like clams and answering not to their names. 
But the new rules and the new Speaker have 
ended that trickery by introducing a method 
of determining the presence of a quorum 
which is not forbidden by, the Constitution, 
but which is clearly within the power of the 
House to adopt. By this new systom the ear 
of the Clerk is reinforced by. the eyes of the 
Speaker and the Clerk. Responses may not be 
heard, voices may mislead, but the eye is less 
likely to be deceived. B may answer for X 
when X’s name is called, and the deception 
may not be: noticed, but if the Speaker and 
the Clerk see X before them they know he is 
present, Hence there is a greater assurance 
of accuracy now than before. 

Thanks to this neW rule, and its fearless, 
rigid enforcement by Speaker Reed, the pres- 
ent House has done more work than any of its 
predecessors for many years. But for him 
there would have been nothing passed which 
did not meet with the favor of the Democrats. 
There would have been no political legislation 
whatever. The session would have been a 
barren one except for the appropriation bills 
and such unimportant measures as had no 
trace of party policy in them. 

With this new rule the short session, so soon 
to begin, will amount to something. It will 
be possible in the two and a half business 
months during which it will last not only for 
the House to finish up what it left undone at 
the last session, but to correct any mistakes it 
has made in the tariff und other measures. If 
there were not so much times wasted in idle 
talk in the Senate, and if it could be induced 
to give up the indolent ways which were un- 
objectionable so long as its membership was 
small but which are out of place now, the 
business record of the present Congress would 
be one on which its Republican members 
could go unhesitatingly before the voters and 
demand their approval. 

The efficiency of the House has been due 
chiefly to Mr. Reed’s undaunted courage. 
That is a quality which people admire wherever 
they find it, in soldier or civilian, friend or 
foe, and it was their wish to see the possessor 
of it which drew such crowds to the Chicago 
armories and which has caused such notable 
outpourings of people at every place the 
Speaker has visited. “They were doing honor 
to a brave man. 


MUNICIPAL MISGOVERNMENT OF NEW 
YORK. 

The question of self-government in the cities 
is one that stares the American people in the 
face more and more forcibly with each succeed- 
ing year. The larger the city the harder is the 
problem, and as the cities are rapidly increas- 
ing in population the difficulty augments 
swiftly with the lapse of time. The bigger 
the city, in the numerical sense of the term, 
the wider are opportunities for corruption and 
the less is the power of one man against the 
mass, because of the wider possibilities of 
strength by combination in which boodleism 
and corruption may run riot, to the end of rob- 
bing the public and taking the money of hon- 
est taxpayers to further the worst of schemes 
for the benefit of the lawless and even crimi- 
nal elements in the community. . 

These combinations too ofteen succeed in 
nominating the mento be voted forand in 
working for their election. Naturally an evil 
tree does not bring forth good fruit. The of- 
ficials are chosen because they are willing to 
truckle to thedictators both in regard to 
measures and men. The latter may possibly 
have in their number one or two to lend to 


| the whole an air of respectability, but that is 


all. The rule is that the selections for office, 
from the highest to the lowest, are made not 
with reference to fitness, but to unfitness; 
not to morality, but its negative vice; 
not for any reason that would govern an 
employer of labor in selecting his work- 
men, but the contrary. The list of appointees 
is in most part made up of hard drink- 
ers, saloonkeepers, and men who hang around 
their places waiting for somebody to treat 
till they are able to return the compliment out 
of money paid by the people. It is composed 
of gamblers, or pimps, who furnished the 
latter with victims; of thugs, who herd in 
with burglars and confidence operators, shar- 
ing their ill-gotten gains for the sake of the 
protection afforded. This is the miser- 
able kind of scum that rises to the top of the 
municipal caldron in great cities when it is 
set to boiling at election tinge, and asserts its 
prominence and power over decent, law- 
abiding people, crowding the latter to the wall 
and insulting them at every opportunity by 
the aid of the wealth wrung from them through 
the mediumship of the tax assessor and col- 
lector. « 

New York City a the mab striking 
example ofthese conditions, because it is the 
largest and one of the oldest in the United 
States. If the same amount of rottenness has 
not yet developed itself in Chicago it is for 
the reason that our population is less and 
civic age younger. The difference is one in 
degree only and in time, not in kind. New 
York contains about. 8,500 saloons, which fur- 
nish 681 members of the Tammany managing 
organization, being more than one-fourth of 
its entire voting membership. Evidently 
these men are at the top of the heap to which 
their constituents belong. They represent the 
hoodlums and toughs who use the saloons as a 
rendezvous ndt only for the purpose of getting 
drunk, but of concocting schemes for further 
robbing the public, either im mass or in detail, 


instead of attending to the duties for which 


they draw pay from the treasury. No one 
can wonder that with an administration 
composed of and contfélled by such elements 
sanitary conditions are unattended to, the 
cleaning of the streets neglected, the police 
force composed in part of thugs, many of 
whom ought to be serving in the State’s 
prison in striped suits instead of wearing the 
uniform of authority, and four times as many 
men employed on public works as are needed 
to perform the service, much of which is not 
needed, but only cut out to give them an ex- 
cuse to be on the municipal pay-roll. 

Well may it be asked in amazement why 
such things are allowed to goon from one 
year to another, unchecked by efficient pro- 
test from a long-suffering public. The prin- 
cipal reason is, that the non-officeseeking 
classes are divided between two political 
parties, and practically neutralize each other 
at the polts; while the Tammany thieves and 
thugs are united for a common purpose and 
work with 4 unity worthy of a better cause. 


This is rendered all the moro easy in New 


York by the fact that the nominations and 
elections for city officialsare made at the same 
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aah Walked coe 
poe on the’ head of the 
tickets for the latter, and the rest are a lot of 
boodlers and scalawags for the municipal 
offices, from Mayor down. It is suggested 
that all this might be changed by 
the one from the other by an interval of six 
months, and voting for city officers in April 
by themselves, This may be done some time, 
and thus separate National from municipal 
politics, and thus offer the decent and honest 
elements of both parties a chance to unite on 


eee 


a reform city ticket without any sacrifice of 
party sentiments. 


At the er suing election the decent and hon- 
est classes have nominated and united on a 
Citizens’ ticket, composed of equal numbers 
of Republicans and Democrats; but all of 
them believed to be good citizens. Both the 
great parties being equally represented and 
the labor element similarly recognized by se- 
lecting candidates from each party, it is be- 
lieved there is reasonable hope for success 


in the effort to cleanse the Augean stable of 


municipal politics in that city without asking 
any citizen to give up his preferences for per- 
sons or platforms on matters pertaining to 
National politics. The great difficulty may be 
in bringing round the great mass of honest 
voters to. see that the City Government can 


and ought to be conducted in a business way, 


on the theory that its underlying plan should 
be one of business, not of politics, and 
that the taxpayers, not the tax-eaters, shall 
have the say in the raising of revenue and dic- 


tating how it is to be disposed of. 


The result of this fusion experiment will be 
watched for with great anxiety in many other 
places besides New York City. If the result 
be as hoped it will be a purification of the 
cesspool that cannot but encourage other cities 
to try the same remedy fora dirty and dire 
disease. If unsuvcessful it ought not to be ro- 
garded as reason for blank despair. It will 
not be proof that the depraved elements are 
in a numerical majority, but simply that the 
honest part of the community has not yet 
learned how to unite and assert ite strength, 
and may have the lesson more perfectly con- 
ned on a future occasion. If it should really 
appear that the saloon, boodler, and criminal 
classes are in the majority in New York the 
outlook would be dark indeed unless the Em- 
pire State itself undertook, the rule of that 
great and corrupt city. 


WHY LAWLER SHOULD NOT BE ELECTED. 

There will be Republicans who, whatever 
may be said to them, will scratch one or more 
names on their ticket. Some will do so be- 
cause they dislike a particular nominee, and 
others out of personal friendship for a Demo- 
crat. But under no conceivable circumstances 
should any man allow himself to scratch 
Gilbert for Lawler. If he does he is untrue 
not merely to his party but to the community. 

It is almost a erime to vote to put the ad- 
ministration of justice in this county for four 
years in the hands of a man like Lawler. It 
is not safe to intrust him with the appoint- 
ment of the men who summon jurors and 
guard juries. It is risky to leave to him the 
appointment of the custodians of property of 
bankrupts. It would be folly to elect Lawler 
even if his honesty were unquestioned, be- 
catise he would be the slave of a gang. He is 
not like Cleveland, with a neck like a bull 
and a will like a mule.” He is a weak, good- 
natured, careless demagogue, who would do 
just what he is asked by chums, henchmen, 
and jury-fixers. There was a Democratic 
Sheriff of such a mold some years ago, and his 
administration of the office was so bad that 
even the Democrats heaved asigh of relief 
when he was out of it.. Lawler has no back- 
bone. Utterly controlled by a vicious gang, 
he would make a far worse Sheriff than Mike 
McDonald, who has some sense and discretion, 
even if he is a professional gambler. 

But Lawler’s record is not such as to inspire 
faith in his honesty. It smells of boodle to 
say the least. Therefore to put him at the 
head of the jury system of the county would 
be in all probability to throw the Court-House 
wide open to corruption and to invite every 
litigant to buy a verdict. But on the other 
hand Gilbert’s record is clear. It has no taint 
of boodle. He is controlled by no disrepu- 
table gang. He has no horde of tough and 
needy relatives to quarter on the public. He 
is firm and unyielding in behalf of honesty. 
He has fine executive qualifications, while 
Lawler has none. Therefore under no cir- 
cumstances should there be any scratching of 
Gilbert for Lawler. This county could not 
stand four years of him as Sheriff. It would 
be almost as bad a calamity as the fire ora 


pestilence. 


A DEGENERATE SON OF AN HONORED 
FATHER. 
Francis A. Hoffmann Jr. made the follow- 


ing remarks at a German meeting the other 


day: 

Mr. Hoffmann regretted the necessity for ad- 
dressing the meeting as a German meeting. He 
had hoped that the timé for addressing various 
nationalities as such had passed. But the pres- 
entcompulsory school law, aimed as it was against 
German customs [lie], German schools [lie], Ger- 
man churches [lie], and especially against the 

rman language [lie], made this course impera- 
tive [lie]. 


Hoffmann has been a .socialistic candidate | 


for office and therefore a sympathizer-with 
socialist doctrines. As such he is emanci- 
pated from all “ prejudices,” religious or 
otherwise. To the Gerinan Socialist whose 
mind is bent on the overthrow of church and 
society as constituted German customs, 
schools, and: language are matters of pro- 
found indifference. As for German churches, 
he would pull them down as quickly as he 
would any other kind, which means instanter. 
So Mr. Hoffmann’s solicitude for these various 


German institutions may be taken with many 


grains of salt. 

The motive which acts on him is not love 
of things German, but an intense, inexplicable 
hatred of the Republican party. He is will- 
ing to do anything so he can hurt it. He will 
utter any falsehood if it will serve to lure one 
or more Germans from its support.

dearth in Wall street hay be oda one. A 
large part of the money has been absorbed by 
the higher prices of farm produce. It takes 
fully $5,000,000 more to carry the visible sup- 
ply of grain than it did a year ago, and the 
quantity that has left first hands since the ad- 
vance was established has taken up far more 
than that difference, much of it not having 
yet reappeared at the money centers. It may 
be said that the larger supply of currency has 
assisted the advance, and some may claim it is 
responsible for most of it. This position is not 
entirely contradicted by the fact that the 
greater part of the rise in ‘prices Occurred be- 
fore any assistance to Wall street was ren- 
dered by the National Treasury. It was ex- 
pected six months ago that the currency would 
be expanded, and to this was due much of the 
bidding up of stocks and some bonds, the 
movement in which was at one time fully as 
pronounced as in the case of produce. But it 
did not last solong. It was known long since 
that the crops of the West would be short as 
compared with last year, and this fact has sus- 
tained their quotations, while stocks have fallen 
back. An advance in wheat and other cereals 
would have taken place in the absence of cur- 
rency expansion, but it is impossible to say 
just where it would have stopped short in the 
absence of the pecuniary: stimulusto inflation. 


Tu codperative plan, which for many years 
past has been a prominent feature in En- 
gland, has taken on a new phase. It has been 
extended to take in life insurance, but without 
including the mutual rock on which so 
many shipwrecks have occurred there and in 
this country. A circular was sent out to nine- 
ty-eight companies asking for proposals for 
insuring the lives of civil employés of the Gov- 
ernment; with a statement that the most fa- 
vorable offer would be accepted bya large 
number. The North British and Mercantile 


was the successful competitor, and on the fol- 


lowing terms: A uniform discount of 15 per 
cent from all premiums, including those of 
the first year and renewals, a discount of 1 
per cent for immediate renewals and no re- 
strictions as to residence, travel, or occupa- 
tion, while the persons thus insured are 
exempt from the annoying examinations to 
which others are subjected. The last-named 
provision is based on the supposition that the 
civil-service examination is sufficient voucher 
for respectability. It will be seen that this 
plan virtually allows to the employés of the

The pleasant, matter-of-fact ac- 
ceptance of open air enjoyment was some- 
a of which few Americans have the small- 
est idea, perhaps of conditions of 
climate over which they, of course, have no 
control. The music was neither classic nor 
intellectual, but it was extremely good of its 
kind, and whoever chose to come had the 
full benefit of it. 


No Piace for the “ Blues.” 


Antwerp swarms with children as an ant- 
hill swarms with ants, a fact which affords a 
far more plausible theory of the origi 

name than that laid down in the guide-books ; 
and of course they were all out of hecl and 
engaged in more or less lively endeavors to 
make things pleasant for their elders. The 
café waiters were as busy as possible, and 
when the music was sounding, the people 
were talking, and overhead the chimes were 
playing with doubtless well-meant but in- 
opportune tintinnabulation, the din was 
well-nigh deafening. It was impossible 
to be melancholy: in. such a 
place, and although it is a pee theory with 
the poets that a man may be more lonely in a 
crowd than in a desert place, it is hard to see 
how one could persistently remain trist in a 
crowd so guod-humored and joyously noisy. 

There was an episode in the midst of the 
evening which contrasted dramatically with 
this side of the picture. A couple of disrepu- 
table women were discovered attempting to 
pick pockets, or at least were by somebody 
accused of attempt. e “gens 
d' armes were not on the spot and the 
crowd drove the women away with noisy 
cries of rage which were anything but 
pleasant to hear. The savage instinct of self- 
preservation comes to the surface with sur- 
prising force, and for a moment one expected 
to see the paving stones torn up and the for- 
lorn creatures pelted on the spot. They re- 
treated slowly, with a most unedifying back- 
ward flinging of profanity, and once they were 
out of the square the surface was as calm as 
if nothing had ever troubled it. 

Later, when the place was all but empty, 
the concert over, and the audience gone, a 
drunken man made his appearance, passing 
stumbling in review before the statue of 
Rubens. The bronze figure smiled 
on him with the air of one 
who himself had known too much of the sen- 
suous side of life to be disturbed, but a couple 
of passers-by took it upon themselves to hustle 
the befuddled fellow, as if they envied him 
the pleasure of his state of vinous fermenta- 
tion. They left him and turned back, as if 
they hated to lose a chance to take advantage 
of the fact that he was not able to defend 
himself against them. It was the touch of 
that sort of human nature which cynics con- 
tend makes the whole world more than kin 
and less than kind. Then the police 7 
peared, and all three men fied incontinently 
in different directions. 

It is impossible to escape the influence of 
Rubens. There is perhaps not another city in 
the world where the iafluence of a single art- 
ist is so strikingly dominant as is that of 
Rubens in Antwerp. His pictures adorn the 
cathedral and before them have prayed the 
people of the town for generations. His 
statue stands in the midst of the most impor- 
tant square; his house is almost side by side 
with the palace of the King; his works almost 
fill the Museum; and everywhere there are 
tokens of the extraordinary mark which he 


left. 

Perhaps the deepest impression one takes 
away from Antwerp in regard to Rubens is a 
sense of the splendor of his coloring, but the 
most striking revelation while there is the 
appreciation of his enormous fecundity. We 
have all read of the immense numbers of 


works which Rubens produced, but it is only 
after seeing the great canvases at the cathe- 
dral and at the Museum and then goi 

through the long galleries on the groun 

floor of the latter, which is entirely given 
up to black and white reproductions 
of his pictures, that one begins 
to come to something like a realiza- 
tion that “he painted pictures enough to 
furnish half the galleries of Europe, even if 
other masters had their brushes untouched. 
There is something overpowering in the wealth 
and fertility of his productiveness, and one 
even comes almost to lose sight that so often 
the composition is careless and loose in the

A Chromatie Harp. 

A “ chromatic harp,” the invention of Mr. 
Henry Greenway of Brooklyn, was on exhibi- 
tion at the Kimball warerooms last week. The 
ordinary harp is essentially a diatonic instru- 
ment, the chromatic tones being produced by 
means of pedals which change the tension of 
the strings by semi-tones, producing in fact 
a change of the entire scale from one 
key to another. The chromatic harp 
instead of having all the strings upon 
a single plane, has them arranged erosswise in 
two sets, one r tones corresponding to 
the white keys of piano and the other ce 
of the black keys. By this arrangement the 
entire chromatic scale is available at any time. 
Upon the old harp, certain chords of the sev- 
enth and ninth were absolutely impossible and 
chance accidentals could only be produced in 
soccessions of tones—not in chord-masses— 
and then only by a skillfuluse of the pedals. 
By means of the new stringing any combina- 
tion of tones that can be gras by the hand 
can be played at one and the same time.

A Randolph street druggist: The McKinley bill 
hits us in some places the same as it does every- 
body.
